Judge Thomas Frazier Hargis, who is t< 
lucceed Judge Elliott, I* a son of John ant 
Klmibeth (Weddington) Harglt. He wai

sounty, Ky. His father was a native A 
Washington county, Va.; was a lawyer, and 
hanged his profession ; came to this 
1826; first located in Pike county; 
went to Breathitt; in 1856 removed

'as for twelve year* clerk of the 
county and circuit courts of Breathitt 
was a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1849 ; was assistant 
United State* marshal In 18B0, and ha* 
been, for eight or nino years, county attor- 
ney for Rowan county. His grandfathei 
Samuel Hargis, w*» of English origin, and 
a soldier in the Revolutionary
